The decision by PHP Benefits 
Systems, a health maintenance or- 
ganization, to shut off reimburse 
ment for three Columbus-area 
hospitals was attacked! by State 
Rep. Otto Beatty, who charged that 
the action could injure the three 
inner-city hospitals and the 
thousands of Columbus residents 
who depended on them 

Now, Beatty is applauding the 
decision by the Ohio Department of 
Administrative Servicey to force 
PHP to reopen enrollment for those 
State employees covered by the 
PHP. network, or guarantee the 
continuity of care for those 
employees wishing ‘to continue to 

go to the three affected hospitals 
‘However he has also charged that 
the action by PHP to eliminate the 
three inner-city hospitals is “just the 
tip of the iceberg"-of what could 
become an assault on inner-city 
health care institutions 

In July, PHP Benefit Systems 
announced that it would not pay for 
care at Ohio State University 
Hospital; Park Medical Center and 
Columbus Community Hospital 
Eight’ other hospitals would con- 
tinue to receive reimbursement for 
expenses of plan members, 

PHP president H, William 
Porterfield said that the plan mem- 
bers would have to receive their 
care only from physicians who had 
privileges in other hospitals in the 
network, and that 75 percent of the 
physicians in the provider network 
had privileges at other hospitals 
within the network 

However, Beatty has charged 
that many of the Black physicians 
in the network were dispropor 
tionately represented at Park Medi- 
cal Center, and that many 
physicians at- University Hospital 
had privileges only at that institu- 
tion 

Beatty had sent a letter to DAS 
director James Conrad urging the 
department to address the issue 
because of what he viewed as its 
serious impact on health care in the 
inner-city and the loss of a potential 
benefit to many plan members who 
live in the inner city. 

Conrad. said the state's Joint 
Health Care Committee, which 
reviews the state's health care 
plans on behalf of the state 
employees and administration, had 
recommended the dual option 
plan. The change was necessary 
because the elimination of the 
three inner-city hospitals took 
place after the state's period of 
open enroliment, after which state 
employees are locked into one plan 
for the next year, was already 
closed when PHP made the an- 

acQquncement. — 

“Although we understand PHP's 
efforts to control health care costs 
we believe that, in fairness to 
employees whe may have selected 
PHP because of its advertised 
provider list, a better time for the 
decision could have been found,"

PHP president Porterfield, “the 
State of Ohio would open the en- 
rollment for those state employees 
whose primary care physicians 
practice only at the three affected 
Franklin County Hospitals." 

“Option one is the preferred 
choice of both the Joint Health 
Care Committee and the Ad- 
ministration," Conrad said in his let- 
ter. Beatty agrees. 

“| would prefer that, PHP take the 
first option, and honor their con- 
tracts" with the three area hospi- 
tals, Beatty said 

PHP Benefits Systems serves 
approximately 7700 state 
employees, primarily in Columbus 
and the Central Ohio area. 

Beatty. however, is. concerned 
that PHP is not making a similar 
offer to its other client companies 
in the Franklin County area 

"They are only apparently going 
to do this with the State of Ohio 
contract." Beatty said. "I think they 
should do this with all their major 
contracts 

And Beatty was concerned that 
the strategy of tsolating inner-city 
hospitals, begun’ with the PHP 
decision, is expanding 

"This is just the tip of the 
iceberg," Beatty said, referencing a 
complaint he received from Park 
Medical that another insurance 
company, Travelers. was con- 
templating eliminating the hospital 
from the provider network 

"We cant have any dis- 
criminatory actions .with HMOs 
mutual insurance companies like 
Blue Cross, or private insurance 
companies. We must be very

twas 81 seconds of the most shattering, and con 

sequential film footage in Amencan history. In 

those &1 seconds, brondcast across ‘America, mil- 
lians of people in this country and around the world saw 
four members of the Los Angeles Police Department beat, 
kick, stomp and otherwise pummel a prone and defense- 
less Rodney King. The world saw a grainy series of 56 
blows which rained-down on the Black man, showing all 
what Blacks were saying when Lhey accused white police 
officers of brutality, 


But throughout the course of the trial, acquittal, and 
retrial of those four officers~ Blacks, ‘the jury and 
Americans as a whole were told to discount the 

dence of their own eyes. This was not brutality, we 
@ told; this was a reasonable use of force. And it 
wasn't the LAPD who were the perpetrators: Rodney 
King entially got what he deserved 

Blaeks believed that some measure of justice had 
been done when two of the policemen, Officer 
Laurence Powell and Sgt. Stacey Koon, were finally 
convicted of federal civil rights violations. But even that 
small victory tainted by the incredible actions of 
U.S. District Court Judge John Davies, who gave Koon 
and Powell 30-month sentences -- sentences less than 
half the minimum term to be expected by the. federal 
sentencing guidelines 

Davies action demonstrates his sympathy for Koon 
and Powell -- in our view, against the interests of justice. 
He criticized the prosecutors for pursuing the federal 


case. He expressed his personal sympathy for the 
officers -- but none for Rodney King, their victim. He 
spared the officers fines 

And, Davies reasoning for the shortened terms: that 
most of what Koon and Powell had done was justified 
and that King had “contributed significantly" to his own 
brutalization, That, to us -- and to the officers themsel- 
ves -- represented a vindication of their brutality, an 
action that is unconscionable by a man who is sworn 
to uphold the law 

It is shameful that a judge would defend such 
brutality. It indicates where Davies’ sympathies have 
been throughout the trial. and it makes it even more 
remarkable that there Was a2 conviction in the case, 

At the same time. as Rev. Jesse Jackson said, the 
judge's decision ‘sends a clear message of the worth 
of Black life in the eyes of the judicial system.” We can 
only wonder what the sentence would have been if a 
Black man were convicted of similar actions against a 
white victim 

Davies’ action ensures that the wounds-ofLos An- 
geles will not go away 

The viciousness and antipathy which resulted in the 
bludgeoning of Rodney King has resulted in the 
trivilization of his pain, and the demeaning of his 
humanity. Judge Davies’ wrongheaded decision may 
have been as cruel a blow, in its own way, as those 56 
thunderous kicks and baton hits that rained down on 
Rodney King's head

he life of Mike Tyson has been a rollercoaster of 

highs and lows, Despite a troubled youth, he was 

able to develop his God-given skills and reached 
the pinnacle of his profession: undisputed heavyweight 
champion of the world. Ironically, it was not the thunder 
of a boxer's blow, but the accusation of a petite young 
woman that caused his downfall 


His boxing talents, and all of the good that he is 
capable of doing are wasting away in the Indiana Youth 
iter. Meanwhile, Tyson sits and waits for. his attor- 
3 to file an endless series of briefs and appea the 
st of which was turned down by a three-judge 
ana Appellate panel 


Now, Tyson must wait until ‘his next appeal or until 
he has served three years. whichever comes first 
before he has a chance at freedom. Though he was 
found guilty by a jury. there are still many lingering 
doubts about the case. especially if light of some 
post-trial revelations about evidence that was not ad- 
mutted during the trial 

The tragedy of Mike Tyson, the wasted talent and 
potential to spread good will throughout the world can 
end, once heis released from prison. Even more tragic, 
however, would be the discovery that he is an innocent 
man, who was never given the opportunity to present 
all of the evidence to vindicate himself at trial

Greene himself also Nas a long criminal history 
including a conviction for attempted aggravated drug 


to use a wide range of media, including tools such as 
Cable television, to broaden their message 

At the same time, we cannot help but believe that a 
part of the reason for the explosion in organized hatred 
is a national climate over the past decade in which it 
often appeared that the cause of the nation s economic 
and social problems was placed solely at the feet of 
those who have been its greatest victims -- the poor 
immigrants and minorities. And, sadly, there have 
been too few voices in high places who have taken the 
time and energy to speak out against the haters. In

That is why this rally can be so beneficial. It isan 
opportunity for officials from across the stale, if not the 
nation, to use the occasion of the Kian rally as a time 
lo make a Statement that hatred is not an acceptable 
part of our American heritage, and that tolerance and 
diversity are our national strengths 

Certainly the rally will not still the raging and dis 
te voices on such controversial issues as affirm 
atve-achor-ertegalmmigraton—Buttteanheiptower 
those voices into the range af reason, so that honést 
men and women of sincere motive can begin to intel- 
ligently and sensibly address them, And if that comes 
out of the Unity Day rally, the Community Relations 
Commission will have found its money and efforts

When the Republican majority 
on the Ohio Apportionment Board 
drew the lines for seats in the 
House of Representatives, it was 
unquestioned that several districts 
woute’be Democratic” Or that the 
22nd House District in Columbus 
would be one of them 

The 22nd district. which covers 
most of south Columbus, is almost 
50. percent Black and heavily 
Democratic: it was:a district 
created as part of the Republicans 
Strategy to develop districts which were as heavily 
minority as possible, by concentrating Black voters into 
a handful of districts and thus creating other white 
encjave districts which would be more likely to vote 
Republican 

The Republicans’ 1991 apportionment strategy was 
to emulate the Democrats’ success of 20 years before, 
when they gained control of the majority on the Appor- 
tionment Board and drew districts which ultimately 
resulted in thé control of both houses by the 
Democrats, although the Democrats lost control of the 
Senate in 1984 and have not-regained it 

The Republicans did not regain contro! of the Ohio 
House in 1992. However, they sliced eight legislative 
seats from Democratic control, and cut the Democrats 
vote margin to four seats, And Republicans were 
gunning for those tour additional seats in 1994 

One of the seats that was not expected to be a 
battleground was the 22nd District. Butthe resignation 
of Ray Miller. the 7-term state legislator who had 
represented the district, and the appointment of his 
former aide Charleta Tavares to the post has resulted 
in the introduction of an element of competition to the 
seat which had not existed before. and which could 
have an impact on the Democrats continued control of 
the House of Representatives. ; 

Tavares appointment was initially challenged by 
some in the district. who said that she had not tived in 
the district long enough to be appointed. That chal- 
lenge was not sustained by the Secretary of State 

At the same time. there was concern that she had 
been appointed without the benefit of a screening 
process 

A number of candidates are considering a run for 
the seat in a Democratic primary. including community 
activist and ward committeeman Walter Cates; school 
board member Bill Moss: and Larry Price. a Senate 
employee who has strong support among the citys 
Black clergy 

Of even greater interest could be the candidacy of 
Roberta Booth. a southside community activist who ran 
against Miller in the 1992 Democratic primary. garner- 
ing 34 percent’of the vote.

But that independent run. if it occurs, could siphon 
voles away from the Democratic nominee, and 
strengthen the possibility of the election of a 
Republican -- if there is a strong Republican chal- 
lenger 

And Republicans had been touting the potential 
candidacy of Rev. Jesse Wood. pastor of Love Zion 
Baptist Church in Columbus. as a strong Challenger for 
the seat. However, Wood has expressed disinterest in 
running for the post, although Republican officials 
could begin to work harder to convince Wood to run it 
the Democrats do have a bitter electoral fight: 

Already, the calculus of the 1994 election campaign 
has changed because of the challenge in the 22nd 
District. House Democratic leaders have been count- 
ing on avoiding the state's Black districts as places 
where they pump their considerable financial resour- 
ces, concentrating them on those predominately- 
white, rural and suburban districts in which Democratic 
incumbents are expected to face intense. and well- 
financed, challenges 

In 1992, despite the reapportionment and the 
district's shifts, Ray Miller faced on token opposition 
from the Republicans. His general election opponent. 
Richard Johnston. was an elderly former music teacher 
who did not aggressively campaign against Miller. 

That is unlikely to be the case in 1994. even if Wood 
chooses not to run. While it is unclear who the can- 
didate might be. it is expected that Republicans would 
seek to come after the ultimate winner in the 
Democratic primary with more force than was the case 
in 1992 

Under the circumstances, the Democrats are ex- 
pected to put more money and energy than is cus- 
tomary into the 22nd District. because this seat is now 
one in which an entrenched, long-term Democratic 
incumbent would no longer be running 

Over the next year, the 22nd House District could 
be one of the most watched legislative districts in the 
state.

Plan to celebrate the second annual 
national Children’s Sabbath day

It is time for the Black church to 
be the moral locomotive of the com- 
munity when it comes to children's 
issues, With so much influence and 
strength, our religious institutions 
have the potential to be one of our 
strongest catalysts for positive 
change, and our children need and 
deserve no less. » 

Last year, the Children’s 
Defense Fund worked with nearly 
4,000 Protestant and:Catholic con- 
gregations around the country to 
celebrate a National Observance of 
Childhood's Sabbath. 

You're invited to join us this year 
from Friday, Oct. 15, to Sunday, 
Oct. 17, or whenever you can, as 
we encourage people of faith to 
focus worship services, religious 
programs and related activities on 
how their congregations can help 
meet the needs of our children. 

Why a Children's Sabbath? To lift 
a united voice of concern for 
children who face poverty, abuse, 
neglect illness and other crises 
without the ‘support they need. 
These observances encourage 
everyone to speak out and’ get in- 
volved on behalf of our children and 
show their commitment to helping 
children and families through 
prayer, education, service and ad- 
vocacy. 

The Children's Sabbath was 
born out of the growing religious 
movement for children shared by 
many denominations and faiths. 
Many of the congregations who 
celebrated last year held special 
Observances, and quite a few an- 
nounced long-term commitments to 
working on behalf of our children. 

Please convince your religious 
leader to join us in, this.year’s 
Children’s Sabbath. Our Religious 
Action Network (RAN) can assist 
you by providing materials -- 
Children’s Sabbath planning kits for 
Protestant or Catholic services, a 
book of prayer devotions specifical- 
ly designed for African American 
congregations, and special church 
fans -- and answering any ques- 
tions you might have about organiz- 
ing a Children's Sabbath. 

RAN is an integral part-of the 
Black Community Crusade for 
Children (BCCC), and works to 
remind us that God loves all 
children and that everyone has the 
responsibility, as illustrated in scrip- 
ture, to nurture the development of 
our young people. 

As people of faith, we are not 
only concerned about the souls of 
Black folk, but also about their 
quality of life. RAN strives to offer 
assistance to strengthen the mini- 
stries of the Black church as it 
meets the needs of the “least of 
these," our children, who are the 
heritage and hope of our com- 
munity. 

I'd like to share some tips for 
planning your church's Children's 
Sabbath: 

1, Each Sunday in August and 
September announce and highlight 
the purpose of the Sabbath Obser- 
vance. Announce the observance in 
your church’s newsletter and bul- 
letin. 

2. Invite a spokesperson from a 
local child advocacy organization to 
talk to your congregation about 
strategies for combatting some of 
the problems affecting children in 
your community. 

3, Coordinate with other chur- 
ches in your denomination (or other 
denominations) to offer a unified 
prayer on behalf of the children of 
your community at a specified time 
during the Sabbath Observance 
service. ‘ 

4, Organize a Sunday afternoon 
interdenominational prayer vigil for 
children with the other churches in 
your community. 

5. Use the same program your 
church uses on Children's Day or 
Youth Sunday. 


“Select a thee that focuses» ~ 


on the biblical mandate for adults to 
meet the needs of children. 

7, Focus a sermon or responsive 
or unison reading on select pas- 
sages of scripture that focus on the 
responsibility of adults to meet 
children's needs. 

8. Select songs for the Sabbath 
Observance that highlight the value 
of children. 

9, Plan a meeting for your church 

to discuss how it can make a con- 
crete contribution to the children in 
your community. If you're not doing 
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so already, you might want to begin 
a tutorial and/or mentoring pro- 
gram; conduct parenting classes; or 
work with a community-based or- 
ganization to conduct anti-violence 
seminars for children and adults. 


10, Have your church commit to 
helping the Children's Defense 


Fund on at least one local and one - 


national issue each year, This year 
on the national level we're working 
to get fullfunding for the Head Start 


program so that our children will be 
ready for school. 

And on the local level we're 
working to ensure that all children 
can be. fully immunized. Actions 
such as letter offerings and visits 
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with your minister, congregations 
members and your member of Con- 
gress can make an amazing dif- 
ference.

color brochure, “The Child Who 
Stutters at School" Notes to the 
Teacher." The brochure was written 
by Dr. Dean E. Williams of the 
University of lowa, a leading 
speech-language’ pathologist who 
specializes in stuttering. 

“Young children are busily learn- 
ing to talk," explains Dr. Williams, 
“and, as such, they make speech 
‘mistakes’, sueh as effortless repeti- 
tions and prolonging of sounds. In 
most instances," he adds, "this is 
very normal. if parents and teachers 
listen to and answer these young 
Children in a patient, calm unemo- 
tional. way, the child's speech will 
probably return to normal." 


"Some children, however, will go 
beyond the normal and begin to 
repeat and prolong sounds marked- 
ly," explains Dr, Williams, "They 
may_begin_ to struggle, tense,and 
become frustrated in their efforts to 
talk. These children need help." 

"Anytime teachers are con- 
cerned about a child’s fluency," 
notes Jane Foster, president of the 
Stuttering Foundation., “they 
should consult with the school 
speech clinician as well. as the 
parents to make sure their ap- 
proach to the child's speech is con- 
sistent." She advises teachers, 
“Talk with the child privately and 
reassure him of your support; let the 
child know that you are aware of his 
stuttering and that you accept it-- 
and him."

Black women and AIDS 2000

Around 1981, when the tides 
rolled in on the gay community and 
brought pain and-fear through 
AIDS, many of us were still hanging 
out in the dunes waiting to see 
what happened, just waiting 

Around 1991, 10 years later the 
tides kept rolling, but they turned 
and those still struggling to survive 
in the dunes could see the souls 
washing away, By ‘this time, 
HIV/AIDS had claimed the lives or 
the well being of at least 15,000 
women--over half of whom are 
African American 


Ponder this. In 1993, the U.S. 
alone has reported nearly 280,000 
diagnosed cases of AIDS since 
1981. Over 12 percent of those 
cases are in women; women of 
color make up fully 80 percent of 
that total with 54 percent being 
African American women. 

Nationally, most of these 
women contracted HIV through 
needle sharing for injection drugs 
or through heterosexual sex with 
infected men (IV drug ‘users, 
bisexuals, etc.). AIDS in women 
has been identified, not necessari- 
ly reported since the earliest of 
1981, yet women have not, until 
recently, been given the access to 
information, healthcare, social ser- 


vices, research, entitle- 
ments/benefits, -security, support, 
not appropriate treatment for sub- 
stance abuse--essentially no 
choices--to prepare us for 
HIV/AIDS, prevention, education, 
behavior change, safer sex, or just 
dealing with being HIV positive, 
The earlier messages about 
safer sex and HIV prevention were 
homogenized for men and women 
sexually, as well as personally and 
socially. Safer sex messages were 
based on the premise that 
everyone understood at least 
some of their sexuality, that they 
had equity in the relationships, and 
that when united with cause, they 


could talk openly about their ex- 
periences. 

Most women and many people 
of color "ain't got it like that." What 
about the women who fear getting 
beat if-they-ehange- the-dinner 
plans, much less their sex lives? 
What about the women who just 
don't have the equal power in their 
heterosexual relationships to say 
what they want, when they want 
and how they want? Who supports 
and talks openly with the women 
who have sexual violence or abuse 
in their histories and can’t ever re- 
late to their sexual selves yet, 
much less someone else's hang- 
ups?

Look at all 
that money! 


The word we get from George Johnson, 
former owner of the majority interest in cos- 
metics producer, Johnson Products (one of 
the few black-owned publicly traded com- 
panies) is that he.is really upset that his 
wife--his ex-wife--let go of the company ina 
$60 million deal to white-owned Ivax Cor- 
poration. 

Johnson cites all the reasons you would 
expect he would cite for being disgruntled 
about the deal. “It was a black-owned com- 
pany for all of its history and should have 
stayed that way” was the kind of complain- 
ing Johnson was reported to be doin 

Johnson's former wife, however, had 
other ideas--she wanted the cash and wants 
it now, She has been willing to sacrifice the 
ownership of Johnson Products to Ivax with 
the apparent hope that Ivax will continue to 
welcome her management of--or al least her 
input into--the affairs‘of the company. 

If she gets to stay, she will have money 
in the bank, plus a plum position in the 
company she formerly owned with her hus 
band. For his part, George lost his interest 
in the company as part of a divorce settle- 
ment, Pity him! 

So who do you side with in this game of 
money changing and power shuffling? The 
shrewd Mrs. Johnson, or the disgruntled Mr 
Johnson? And does his arqument aboutthe 
business remaining in black hands. make 
“business sense"? 

As | have repeated, | am convinced that 
more black companies should grow to-the 
point that there is widespread investor inter- 
est in them. Access to public capital would 
help solve tons of the capitalization 
problems facing the smaller black business 
owner. 

In these days of lower returns on more 
conservative investment instruments, more 
investors are likely to take the plunge with 
new ventures. than before simply because 
they want to produce greater returns on their 
investment dollars 

While consideration of the risk and 
reward relationship is always uppermost in 
any smart investor's mind, there exists a 
need for money, like water, to find its proper 
level of investment in the marketplace. At 
least that is one of my theories on the sub- 
ect 
| would ask Mr. Johnson, "Who in the 
black community would he plan to sell his 
company to in order to realize the gains it 
had brought to him and his family over the 
years of its operation?" Certainly, a com- 
petitor, John Johnson of Johnson Publish- 
ing Company, could have bought Johnson 
Products 

Here's the problem with John Johnson 
buying the firm--at least, this is what | glean 
from his operations at Johnson Publishing 
Johnson Publishing is not publicly traded 
because the old man wants to keep his 
considerable wealth in the family. His 
daughter is now chief executive officer and 
his wife is also deeply involved in the 
enterprises of the company. None of that 
public stuff f 

And there are other black-owned busi- 
nesses that could have come up with the 
money to buy Johnson Products. | suspect, 
however, that Mrs. Johnson felt she had 
best go outside the network of her and her 
husband's established relationships in the 
national black community in order to get the 
deal done without additional rancor 

The Johnson Products and lvax deal 
does pose some problems in terms of what 
it says about the ability of black business 
owners to trust each other and work 
together to preserve vehicles in the national 
black community designed to build and 
develop wealth 

But if you think the Johnson Products 
deal was treacherous from the standpoint of 
preserving black business ownership in 
Americas-what- would: youssay.about-the 
$330 million pride’ Motown gol from a 
European comipany for its library, rights, 
etc.? 

What black-owned company, | earnestly 
ask, would put up the money to keep 
Motown “in the family?” Certainly, that deal 
could also have been done with the likes of 
Bill Cosby, Oprah Winfrey, John Johnson, 
and Michael Jackson, But remember, 
Michael Jackson bought the Beatles’ library 
and all the rights and privileges that go along 
with it > 

In effect, there is no national black 
economic development consensus on what 
‘vehicles should stay in our community and 
which should be sold. To be honest, I'm not 
even sure there should be. Museums 
preserve history; universities provide the 
opportunities to say what history means 

The marketplace in which companies are 
bought and sold is a vast and often cutthroat 
marketplace. It operates on the whims of 
those lucky or smart enough to be able to 
amass the fortunes to play if it to start with 
it takes a level of sophistication to com- 
prehend and accept that in your gut. -But 
that's exactly the way the “big boys" do 
it-everyday! It's a conclusion !'ve had to 
force myself to accept

Ninety-three percent of the 
Bureaus surveyed said that work 
at-home offers appear in classified 
ads. often in free weekly 
newspapers. Many Bureaus noted 
that the ads are not placed by local 
companies. Instead. companies 
advertise in different states than 
where they are located to escape 
the scrutiny of enforcement agen- 
cies. Other, less-common methods 
of promotion include direct mail, 
cable television and directories of 
work-at-home opportunities 

Despite receiving thousands of 
inquiries and complaints annually, 
law enforcement officials rarely 
crack down on the operators that 
run the scams, because the amount 
of money involved is relatively insig 
nificant. Only 23 percent of BBBs 
report any actions taken by law en 
forcement agencies, usually citing 
crack-down-efforts by the U.S 
Postal Inspection Service 

While consumers who send 
away for craft assembly kits may 
lose fees of hundreds of dollars, the 
majority of work-at-home scheme 
victims lose under $40 

That doesnt seem like a sig 
nificant amount until you realize that 
it probably represents the weeks 
grocery money to many victims, 
Stertzer said. "| often ask, who com 
mits the. greater crime--a person 
who steals $40,000 from one com 
pany, say in a bank robbery, or a 
company that steals $40,000 from 
TOOO individuals tike "many ‘work 
at-home companies do?" 

Most complaints against work 
at-home. companies allege never 
receiving the promised product and 
misrepresentation of earnings pos- 
sibilities. Consumer complaints 71 
volving craft assembly are likely jo 
claint’thatthe company woutd not 


buy the product back because it 


claims the work does not meet the 
company's "standards." 

In the survey, Severat Bureaus 
attributed the continued success of 
these fraudulent companies to con- 
sumers who do not complain or 
seek refunds. Consumers often 
write off the amount as insignificant 
or they may be too embarrassed to 
admit to being taken. However, 
BBBs report that those victims who 
take the time to complain often 
receive their money back. if the 
company is still in business 

“If aconsumer has lost money to 
a work-at-home scheme, we en- 
courage them to file a complaint 
with the BBB,” Stertzer said. "More 
important though, we recommend 
consumers check out the company 
before doing business with it. Our

He came without notice, warning, or 
bad habits. But he's here and the news 
of the new WSYX-TV 6 sports anchor will 
breeze through Columbus like a kite in 
high winds. 

Unlike the wind, Ronnie Duncan will 
be here fof quite some time. The Bal- 
timore, Maryland native caries a 
bonafide broadcaster's voice, clarity and 
style to match 

His first report came July 28, Wednes- 
day evening. The second on July 31, and 
latest to this report was August 1, But this 
is only the- Dunean;-35,-who-is-the-first 
African American sportscaster in Colum- 
bus, 

“Hard work has played an important 
role for me," Duncan said before prepar- 
ing for his evening show. "I'm glad to be 
an African American on television. | have 
atrue commitment to my people. It's not 
so much to be a sportscaster, but a role 
model. | didn't see Black news anchors 
when | was a kid.” 

Duncan has been in the business of 
the 'public’s eye’ since 1978 as a Bal- 
timore WEAA Radio disc jockey with a 
show called Sports Rap. But one day in 


1983, Duncan was invited to tryout for a 
television sports job by 

a general manager of a television sta- 
tion. Duncan swung for the fences. 

“It's a dog-eat-dog business," said 
Duncan whose first dream was to be- 
come the first Black president of the 
United States. He'll take first Black sports 
anchor in Columbus. "| want to stay here 
because my daughter is 10 (years old) 
and | want her to finish school in Colum- 
bus. | also have the Missouri family to 
thank. If It wasn't for them helping me, | 
probably wouldn't have come." 

His arrival has been welcomed more 
than just an article’in the newspaper, said 
Mark Cooper, WSYX's sports director. “I 
am thrilled to have him on board. He's a 
veteran and he knows what it takes." 

Cooper described Duncan's first -as- 
signment, a trip to Amanda feature a local 
girls basketball team. "He didn’t come 
back with a boring story," Cooper said. 
“He put together a real good package. He 
has a willingness to do what it takes and 
that's a big, big plus." 

"| looked at hundreds’of people,” said 
Bill Payr, WSYX news director, "and they 
all blended in together.
